The devastated islands are approx- 


imately 2,000 miles south of the 
Hawaiian islands and 1,400 miles 
from the Samoan group.

As the islands were barely twenty 


feet above sea level and not sur- 
rounded by coral reefs, it was neces- 
sary for all the inhabitants to take 
to the cocoanut trees when the tidal 
wave began covering the land.

e«t. All the shorter trees were cov- 
red by the raging seas, which swept 
with pitiless force about and over 
hem.

The 400 survivors brought by the 


Excelsior to Papeete gained the ship's 
side by swimming three or four miles 
from the tops of the cocoanut trees.

Canada under Canadian law. 
Coal 


lands in Canada are not sold into 
private ownership. 
The Dominion 


Coal company of Nova Scotia, for in- 
stance, does not own its coal mines. 
It could never 
exasperate a dis- 


turbed people by claiming that the 
coal .lands of the province had been 
conferred upon it by a discriminat- 
ing Providence in order that the 
community might profit by Its wise 
and superior management. 


The ownership of these coal lands 


is vested in the government and the 
operators merely lease them. These 
leases the government may terrain- 
ate at any time it likes and take 
over the management of the mines 
itself by simply compensating the 
operators for any Improvements they 
may have made. That is, the Nova 
Scotia government would not have 
to buy the lands outright from the 
operators, paying them for the coal 
yet unmined. They would only be 
compelled to pay for ths actual im- 
provements which the operators had 
made on the property. 
More than 


that, failure to keep the mines going 
would nullify the leases in itself. 
Thus there would be absolutely no 
danger that a strike could tie up 
these coal lands for 'an indefinite 
period until the situation became a 
public danger. 


Out in British Columbia an even 


better provision was recently adopt- 
ed for preventing not only a "tie- 
up" of the coal mines, but a monop- 
oly, of the output when they were in 
operation. A railway company—the 
Crow's Nest Pass road—was to have
